The newspaper said the violations 
of the treaty were a concession to 
Standard Oil in November, 1921; to 
Sinclair Oil in December, 1923; to 
Delaware Oil in January, 1937, and 
to the Anglo-Dutch company, said 
to be a subsidy of Royal Dutch 
Shell, in March, 1939. .

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Better Schools 


A member of Alberta's legislature has 
spoken with some warmth about what he 
calls the “disgraceful” condition of some of 
the rural schools in this province. According 
to all the evidence available, his heated 
emphasis is more than warranted. 

In some country districts classes are held 
in ramshackle buildings and in stores, some 
in ancient log structures. Up to a point, 
similar conditions prevail in some parts of 
Edmonton. While city schools are markedly 
better conditioned than some country 
schools, it is common knowledge that Ed- 
monton’s school equipment and school plants 
fall far below the standard that should pre- 
vail to maintain the educative process at its 
highest peak of efficiency. 

The campaign for better schools will 
draw the sympathy of every class in every 
community in the province. Everyone wants 
more completely equipped schools and more 
adequate school buildings. Everyone wants 
the salaries of school teachers brought up to 
the level of the importance of the work the 
teacher does. 

Why, then, with all this unanimity of 
feeling, are the essential improvements not 
made? Neither city trustees, nor rural 
school boards are opposed to them. The pro- 
vincial department of education has repeat- 
edly revealed a deep concern over school con- 
ditions, urban and rural. 

The only reason these essential improve- 
ments are not made both in the matter of 
school plants and teachers’ salaries, is be- 
cause these things cost money and the public 
has ngt yet been trained to the point of pay- 
ing adequately for education. The public be- 
lieves in éducation, but it has not yet real- 
ized that education is essentially a costly 
business. 4 

Actually, education, at least primary 
education, is the one absolutely necessary 
ingredient in the democratic way of life. A 
system of government which depends upon 
an enlightened electorate cannot function 
nor even stand without a constant refine- 
ment of the mass thought processes. In a 
democracy, then, the excellencies of educa- 
tion must be maintained at whatever the 
cost. That would appear to be fundamental. 

The need for better schools is urgent and 
important. Before we get those better 
schools, the public will have to realize that 
money spent for education is a primary and 
essential investment in a better way of life. 


The Public Can’t be Told 


The Saskatchewan Government has run 
into a difficulty inherent in its socialist pol- 
icy. The Opposition in the legislature wanted 
to get a look at the agreement made with 
Western Footwear, Limited, the concern 
which sells the output of the Government 
shoe-factory. But Premier Douglas said he 
could not disclose this information because 
that would give competing shoe manufactur- 


ers an advantage. An advantage which he | 


seemed to think might put the Government 
factory in the “red” or on the rocks. 

This isn’t mere political alibi-making. It 
is realism. The taxpayers of the province 
are entitled to know all the ins and outs 
about the running of thejr shoe-factory. But 
the Premier dare not téll them. If he did, 
he would also be telling competing manufac- 
turers, who are located outside Saskatche- 
wan and therefore cannot be socialized out 
of existence nor regulated into non-competi- 
tive methods. ; 

The taxpayers, it is inevitable, will just 
have to take it on trust that their shoe-fac- 
tory is being run as it ought to be. 

The same veil of secrecy will have to be 
dropped between the public and all other 
socialized industries which have to do busi- 
ness against outside competitors. Not be- 
cause the Douglas Government wants to be 
secretive necessarily, but for the unques- 
tionably sound reason which the Premier 
stated. Socialism cannot prosper in compe- 
tition, therefore not in circumstances where 
competition cannot be prevented. 


It Is Up to Moscow 


It is be hoped that Moscow newspapers 
and radio will reproduce Mr. Churchill's 
New York speech in full and give it the 
broadest circulation possible among the Rus- 
sian peoples. That could do immeasurable 
good at this juncture in freeing the atmos- 
phere of misconceptions and dispelling any 
suspicion that the English-speaking peoples 
have an anti-Russian complex. 

They have no such bent, and Mr. Chur- 
chill made that plain. Without going back 
on anything said at Fulton, he paid high 
tribute to the heroism and ability with 
which Russia met the Axis onslaught and 
drew hearty applause when he expressed 
hope that the future may bring that valiant 
ally strength and prosperity. The speech 
was friendly in tone, strictly factual in sub- 
stance, and deserving of corresponding 
treatment at Moscow. 

If the reception there is not cordial, this 
can only be because of an obstinate disposi- 
tion to conjure up a bogey of British-Ameri- 
can hostility toward the Soviets. Failure to 
broadcast the speech throughout Russia 
could only be explained on the basis that 
such a disposition exists at the Soviet head- 
quarters.

A World Problem Now 


The Governments of Egypt, Iraq, Syria, 
Lebanon, Saudi Arabia and Transjordan 
have proclaimed a boycott of goods produced 
by Jewish people in Palestine. These Arab 
states entirely surround Palestine on the 
land sides, and have ganged up to block Jew- 
ish immigration by cutting off Palestine 
Jews from their markets and sources of sup- 
ply. 

This changes the whole situation in that 
area, It is now a problem with which the 
United Nations will have to deal, since the 


common law of friendly relations has been 
flagrantly violated, and there is a positive 
threat of latent racial hostility breaking in- 
to open violence. Perhaps Britain and the 
United States can bring inflyence to bear to 
end the boycott, That they cah establish any- 
thing more than a minimum of tolerance does 
not seem probable. 

And anyway there is no reason why these 
two countries should be expected to shoulder 


the whole responsibility. Jewish people have 
claims upon the attention of every major 


wer, and most of the smaller ones, They 
ave a right to expect that the Security 
Council will lend a hand in settling the diffi- 
culties in and around their “national home”; 
not simply sit back while there is work to be 
done and then berate Britain and the United 
States if the problem is not solved quickly 
and satisfactorily. 


Price ceilings have been removed from 
a short list of articles, including musical in- 
struments, photographic supplies, sports 
equipment and false teeth. This won’t sat- 
isfy the vocal minority who have been de- 
manding that controls be abolished and the 
public left at the mercy of price-boosters 
operating in a condition of scarcity. The 
carefully restricted list indicates what the 
officials think would happen if ceilings on 
any broad number of items were swept 
away.

Five days later the first rumble of 
trouble became audible, Mr. Hakim, 
premier of Iran, was reported to 
have offered his resignation to the 
Shah. He had decided to appeal to 
UNO against the presence of Rus- 
sian troops in Azerbaijan. He had 
consulted the United Kingdom and 
United States’ governments who 
had not agreed but had suggested 
an alternative course unacceptable 
to his government. Mr. Hakim add- 
ed that this problem had been dis- 
cussed by the Big Three at Moscow 
in December without result. 

Iran formally appealed to the 
Security Council for aid in persuad- 
ing Russia to withdraw her troops. 
The appeal, it is to be noted, was 


not to the General Assembly. 

There are six articles in chapter 
VI of the charter, which deal with 
the pacific settlement of disputes. 
Article 33 instructs the parties to a 
dispute first to seek a solution by 
direct negotiations between them- 
selves. 

Article 34 empowers the Security 
Council to investigate a dispute and 
to determine if its continuance is 
likely to endanger peace. 

Article 36 empowers the Security 
Council to intervene in a dispute 
and recommend methods of settle- 
ment. 

Article 37 declares that if parties 
to a dispute fail to end it, the Se- 
curity Council can recommend 
terms of settlement. 

Article 33 enables the Security 
Council with the consent of the 
parties to a dispute to act as an 
arbitrator,
